POTTER ERECTS FTRST SFTOP. 


On December 12, 1884, C. W, Potter 


drove in from Snntn. Ana on a losvl of

Tt was n 
blacksmith shop of ports nnd undnr n 
spreading popner tree the brawny Pot- 
ter hammered Civil war swords into 
Iilowshares find the surrounding coun- 
try began to produce.

HARD ON1 THE BUCKETS- 


Aside from the water fight, Covinn 


was a peaceful plnce^ in early days. But 
there were strained relations between 
Claborn Vaughn nrid R. J. Pollard, both 
7Pors. Pollard claimed part of a pieee 
of land Vaughn had, and moved in, 
building a house not far from Vaughn. 
Biul blood developed but they were se- 
cretive men and said nothing. Sudden- 
ly there arose a great demand for buck- 
ets at tho locnl store. One day Vnughn 
would come, in and buy fl new bucket 
and the next day Pollard would come 
on tho same errand. 
This continual 


stream of buckets pouring out aroused' 
suspicion, so tho neighbors Hot a watch. 


One morning Pollard came out to 


milk a patient cow and seated himself 
upon a bucket. Moon there was a report 
from a (dump of bushes atid a bucket 
flew out from under Pollard. Tho next 
day a like catastrophe happened to 
Vaughn and another bucket was de- 
stroyed. But they made up and became 
good friends.

Home of the money in the banks 


comes from 
walnuts. 
Thirteen years 


ago the first commercial grove \vn.a set 
out; this year the crop brought in $1,- 
500,000. The soil is exceptionally good 
and peculiarly fitted for the growing 
of oranges and nuts. The abundance of 
water is also important. The walnut 
estimate includes the crop from West 
Covina and Puente. 


CITY HAfi ALL CONVENIENCE!-!. 
Mr. Matthews told me that Covina 


enjoys 
the 
distinction 
of being the 


least in area of any city hereabouts. 
It covers less than a mile square, but 
it covers if all. The streets are all 
paved and lighted nnd there is every 
convenience of an up to da.te city. The 
population within the incorporated lim- 
its is about. 3009, but at least 5000 are 
served from the postoffiee and may well 
be considered as residents of Covina. 


This beautiful little city of the roses 


will have cause to be mighty proud of 
its ffrainrnnr school, now in course of 
erection. It covers an entire block in 
the heart of thn city nnd is costing 
$150,000, which :a going strong for a 
town of that size. I think it will bo the 
finest grade school in the south, not 
oven excepting Los Angeles. And hero 
I want to say that the metropolis 
might well go out and take a few les- 
sons in public, buildings from the small- 
er towns. There isn't a little county 
seat that hasn't got us beaten a mile 
on court house and city hall, and the 
other towns skin us on school houses, 
churches, libraries and everything ex- 
cept garages and "movie" houses. 


M. K. CFfUBCH HAS HISTORY. 
Mr. Griswold pointed out nn ancient 


building on Badillo street and told mo 
that, was where all society meetings 
and dances used to bo held, and said 
the firHt church services were held there 
with Rev. B. P. Edwards in charge. 
Mr. Edwards now is secretary of the 
Covina Irrigating Company, but still is 
a devout Methodist. From this modest 
beginning has grown one of the most 
remarkable

edifices

The church was built in 1887 and 


served its purpose for t\/cnty years, 
when a large and fine structure took its 
place. When the war came along the 
Methodists of Covina were strongly 
pro-ally nnd some presumably aljcin 
enemy set fire to tho chujr.h. destroy- 
ing the front part of it.

CONLEK STARTS PAPER. 


In 1884 J. R. Coulee'started a paper 


culled 
the Independent. 
He had a 


Washington hand press and on Friday 
nights Potter and tho other four resi- 
dents of tlie city used to come in and 
help him pull off tho paper. Conlee 
sold out to u company nnd moved to 
Santa Ann, whore ho still lives. His 
son, Roland, is court stenographer for 
Judge Housor. The name of the paper 
was changed to the Argus, which it 
still in, and in "04 a young man was sit- 
ting in a hotel in Pasadena, when he 
hc'iird a man siiy he wanted u good 
printer for Covina. Tho young man 
had once carried papers nnd had gone 
so far as to ;ict us devil, HO ho stepped 
up. made application and was accepted. 


That same day ,T. L. Matthews burst 


upon Covinn via a four-nuilo team. It 
was then quite a flourishing city, with 
a 
newspaper, blacksmith 
shop, 
onn 


store and a hotel. 
J. L. wont to the 


latter establishment and ordered a room 
without a bath, tho nearest one being 
iit the river, five miles distant. 
The 


iron-jawed host told him tho charge 
was $4.50 n week, strictly in advance. 
The typo hnd just $2.25, so he said, 
"Oh 
that's, all right, I'll only stay 


op.e 
night." But ho got his job and 


nothing hns been able to pry him loose 
from Covinn since.
